WEEKLY REVIEW. 


Of the Canned Goods Situation. Market Reports. Conditions 
and Changes. Outlook. 


Throughout the entire land the recent storms and blizzards 
have been succeeded by summerlike weather, and Spring seems 
to have come on with a jump. In all the troubleous times with 
the weather this immediate section came off very nicely, having 
excellent spring weather, and such as should bring along the 
crops in fine condition. Of course we had the frosts that did 
the usual damage, and some strawberry news is very dismal, for 
it appears sections of heavy growing have suffered considerably 
from those frosts. From the Peninsula come those reports, and 
that is the home of the strawberry. 

As, however, the weather man seems to have settled down 
now to seasonable conditions, we can look forward to the steady 
progress of canners’ crops, and be able to see something of what 
is to be expected. As we pointed out last week the cold, wintry 
weather in the north must have interfered with pea planting and 
growing, and the crop may be quite late there. But here again 
the weather enters in it tosuch an extent that nothing definite can 
be determined. With acontinuation of the present good weather 
that section will boom along, and possibly gain all it has lost. 
It must not be overlooked, however, that a late crop of peas is 
in danger this season from a pest of insects. 

The most important item to the industry this week, however, 
is found in the recent merger of the lead interests, with such a 
controlling power that prices can be named at their will. The 
daily dispatches say that they will shortly run the price of lead 
up, and they make much of the action. However, the interests 
have had lead under control for many years and excepting the 
daily variations in its prices have had things pretty much their 
own way. There has been some discord however because of 
various holding interests, some in America, some in Germany 
and some in Spain, and these have now buried the hacchet as 
far as personal use is concerned, and if used at all will employ 
it on the dear public, consumers. 

This of course will havea direct bearing upon solders, and 
may mean advancing prices in that line before the season is on. 
The low prices of cans however completely offsets all such 
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advances, and the canner can rest easy under such conditions. 
In our Chicago letter it will be noted Wrangler takes up the 
question of poor tin piate, and as usual backs it up with good 
sound figures. This question has been before the industry for 
more than a year now, and Wrangler shows how all important 
it is that some definite action be taken, looking towards a better 
grade of plate for use in the cans. The Louisville Convention 
memorialized Congress to have a Jaw passed requiring foods of 
all kinds to be packed in cans made of plate with not less than 
2% lbs. coating, and as Wrangler now sets it forth this is an im- 
perative necessity. There is much in this, and even if it is but 
a small cause of some of the troubles with canned goods it must 
be abated. But we are inclined to agree with Wrangler in his 
contention and to put a heavy stress upon this feature. 


Only recently we were called in by a large wholesaler to 
view an immense pile of spoiled canned goods, accumulated in 
the past few years. We had no means of ascertaining exactly 
how many cases or cans there were, and all were not spoiled, 
but a large proportion of them were ‘‘gone’’ and all were 
damaged. We should think there were at least 500 cases in the 
lot, and he could not understand why he should have such a 
heavy loss. There is no doubt it was due entirely to this ques- 
tion of poor tin plate. Of course some swells and some faulty 
cans must have been among the number, but many of them 
were eaten through. The can makers will furnish heavy coated 
cans to those who want them, and it begins to look as if these 
large wholesale buyers would demand such cans or handle the 
goods very lightly. 

In the canned goods market there is nothing but quietness 
to report. Demand has eased off during the past week, though 
there is still a dribble of orders and inquiries always coming in. 
The entire list of goods is without a change. 


If anything there are indications of more goods in offering 
than orders to absorb them. That is the goods have not been 
thrown upon the market ; but ‘‘Barkus is willing’’ is about the 
condition of these holders. When a buyer comes into the mar- 
ket he knows this and makes his offerings to bring them forth, 
and while there are no cuts in prices to be recorded, and such 
transactions below quotations as go'through are said to be off in 
quality, sometimes it is not so. 

But even the wholesalers are finding business slow now, 
and in their turn the retailers, and from such a combination the 
canner cannot expect to see an exciting market. The drain 
upon holdings still continues and is having its effect, but that it 
will ultimately bring about higher prices before the new season’s 
goods come on the market, is now the speculation. 

Cans and canner’s metals show no variations, but as we 
have frequently said before the prices of cans as quoted in our 
Market list are higher than the actual market. Those quoted 
this week in the Independent column more closely resemble the 
actual condition. Solder and other metals remain as quoted 
during the past few months. 


NEW YORK MARKET. 


Reported by Special.Correspondent. Market Conditions. 
Changes and Outlook. 


NEw YorK, May 5.—May hasn’t opened with any special 
increase in activity over the month just closed. The weather 
has been chilly and forbidding, or what might be called dis- 
tinctly unseasonable, with the result that all spring business has 
been more or less retarded. Canned goods have suffered along 
with other varieties, though perhaps not so seriously as some. 
Inquiries develop very little business, though it can be said that 
inquiries are increasing. There has been practically no interest 
shown in spot goods, with the exception of occasional orders 
evidently for ‘‘filling in’? purposes. The feeling in the market has 
changed but little, and the outlook is substantially as reported 
last week. Packers of asparagus have made another cut in 
prices, but even that has failed to stimulate buying to any con- 
siderable extent. Tomatoes are rather slow of sale and not 
much interest is manifested in corn. There is, of course, a 
relatively small movement into consumption, though it might be 
said with some degree of accuracy that trade has not developed 
as fast as might be wished, and holders evince practically little 
desire to make concessions. Consequently there is a dead lock 
and business suffers in consequence. 


Asparagus.—California asparagus packers outside the Asso- 
ciation admit that they have offered 1909 pack below the figure 


asked by the Association, and say that this cut has brought © 


them a fair amount of business. Association agents say that 
they have sold quite as much as they expected, and that they 
are not now worrying about sales. The buying during the past 
week has been much more liberal, it is said, and the effect has 
been to create better conditions in the market, and to make the 
situation more satisfactory to those interested in the business. 
Even though these agents are putting the best face possible on 
the matter there isn’t the slightest question about the sale hav- 
ing been a good deal short of what is ordinarily moved at the 
corresponding time during the early part of the season. It is 
also true, though agents are loath to admit it, that they would 
like to see buyers come forward more numerously than they do 
and it might be possible to secure concessions if a sufficiently 
large order were placed. The large carry-over bought at the 
high prices prevailing last season still bothers dealers, and they 
dislike to place liberal orders for new pack until they can dis- 
pose of what they have on hand. This desire is the main influ- 
ence in restricting business and reducing the sale of the cheaper 
new goods. 

Tomatoes.—Spot tomatoes are more or Jess dull. An occa- 
sional car lot is sold to some jobber and this constitutes about 
the total of the business of the present. Some inquiry for full

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standard 3s at 62%c. is noted, but it really doesn’t amount to 
much because that price is difficult to obtain and the average 
holder shows little disposition to sell below 65c. regular terms 
f. o. b. factory. Here and there a lot is sold at the low figure, 
but generally the goods would not pass critical buyers. It is 
usually thought that something is the trouble with the quality, 
or the price would not be made so low. Just at present there is 
a deadlock between buyers and sellers. ‘They are looking at 
each other and waiting, with neither side showing any disposi- 
tion to yield. The result is a slow market with business so 
restricted that it amounts to practically nothing. A good deal 
of talk is heard with reference to the proposed reduction in 
acreage in Maryland and Delaware this season, but nothing 
definite has been stated respecting this proposition. Futures 
are offered with considerable freedom at 7oc. regular terms 
f. o. b. factory for season’s delivery. Most of the leading pack- 
ers will not offer below 72%c. to 75c. regular terms f. o. b. 
factory. Still others who put up well-known brands are asking 
still higher prices. 


Corn.—Packers of Southern Maine style corn are unable, 
they say, to contract for raw stock at less than $10.00 per ton, 
hence they are unwilling to accept anything less than 6oc. de- 
livered for their product. It is reported in this connection that 
considerable business for a season like this when jobbers are 
neglecting futures more than ever before has been done at 55c. 
f. o. b. factory, even for some of the best known brands. Re- 
cently buyers and sellers have been unable to get together on 
the question of price, largely because packers have been compel- 
led to raise their prices due to the increased cost of raw stock. 

Peas.—No. 2 Alaskas are pretty closely cleaned up and not 
many No. 3s are available. Some of the latter are offered at 65c. 
f. o. b. Wisconsin points, but the ideas of most sellers on the 
comparatively few remaining are a good deal higher. State 
stock is quiet, but steady, with no pressure to sell. Southern 
stock is dull and prices are nominally 70 a8oc. for standard early 
Junes and 60c. for seconds. Sifted grades sell from 85 a 95c., 
and extra sifted for $1.10 for ordinary stock upto $1.25 a 1.50 
for extra, 

Peaches.—Extra and extra standard lemon cling peaches 
are firm, but movement is light. Other California grades are 
neglected and more or less weak. Southern peaches are a shade 
firmer under reports of a prospective short pack. Otherwise the 
situation remains unchanged. 

Apples.—Southern gallons are reported scarce, but in the 
absence of important movement prices are little more than 
nominal. New York state goods are quiet and unchanged. It 
is possible to buy at $2.50 and from that up to $2.75 is asked. 

Pineapple.—The demand for Hawaiian pack is equal to the 

supply and the market remains steady. Singapore is quiet, but 
as the present supply is all that is expected for a long time to 
come the feeling among holders is firm. Because of the expected 
large increase iti duty no orders are going from here to the prim- 
ary markets. 
' Salmon.—Demand for spot stock is steady, but largely on 
the jobbing order and the market presents no new features. A 
firm feeling continues in all red grades as a result of the limited 
supply available and holders show no disposition to reduce their 
quotations to obtain business. Pink is still unsettled because of 
the liberal supply, but it is gradually increasing in firmness. 
Chinook is steady and movement is restricted. Sockeye is un- 
changed. 

Sardines.—Domestic grades moveslowly. Packing in Maine 
is restricted by the light catch of fish. Nevertheless, the supply 
seems equal to the demand. Opening prices on the 1909 pack 
have not yet been made. Imported grades are quiet, but steady. 
All other canned fish are quiet and unchanged.

CHICAGO MARKET. 


Special Correspondence to ‘‘The Trade’’ 


CHICAGO, May 5, 1909. 

Weather.— We have during the past week had much rain. 
It is appropriate for those who want to grow grass and make 
two blades grow where only one grew before, but can hardly be 
so considered by the fellow who wants to sell two cases of 
canned goods where he only sold one previously. The week, 
however, closes (today) bright and cool and appetizingly 
exhilerating. 

What’s the Matter with Futures.—One of the most 
important reasons why canned goods futures are not selling, is 
one that has a most serious look and dangerous apprehensive- 
ness to the industry. 

I am in the habit of speaking plainly about such matters 
and can always be relied upon to back up my statements with 
facts and figures. I am deeply concerned personally in any 
condition of affairs that is tending to destroy the canned goods 
industry, and I now charge that the quality of tin plate has 
been so degraded by the domestic tin manufacturers that canned 
goods are quickly perishable and can no longer be depended 
upon to keep more than one or two years. 

I do not charge that the tin can manufacturers are to blame 
though they should certainly share the blame, or that the 
canned goods packers are at fault, though they are by no means 
blameless. I do charge however, that the tin plate manufac- 
turers are to blame, for they are making not only a lighter steel

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plate, but they are making it with a far lighter coating of tin 
than formerly, or than is found on imported tin plate. This 
causes corrosion of the cans on the inside and collapsing of them 
from the outside and a general condition of unreliability and 
unsafety on the part of holders and manufacturers of canned 


goods. 
I have just seen the report of an examination of one thou- 


sand five hundred cases of gallon tomatoes packed bya well 
known Maryland packer. The goods were packed in the sum- 
mer of 1907 and have been stored in Keppler’s excellent ware- 
house ever since. They were examined a few days ago and put 
in good order preparatory to being delivered to a purchaser. 
The result of the examination was as follows : 


1500 CASES, I DOZEN EACH EXAMINED. 


g2 Cases, 1 Dozen Each, Leakers and Empties. 
74 Cases, 1 Dozen Each, Swells. 
82 Cases, 1 Dozen Each, Springers. 

350 Cases, 1 Dozen Each, Bad Rusties. 


398 Cases Unmerchantable, Total. 

Forty per cent of these goods stand as unmerchantable after 
being held not quite two years. 

The rusties arise from the leaky cans exuding their con- 
tents over the other cans, ruining the labels and rusting the 
cans. It will be seen that about 17% per cent of these goods 
are a total loss to the speculators who held them over, and the 
remainder of the 40 per cent unmerchantable total must be 
scoured, lacquered and relabeled and then disposed of at a ‘‘done 
over’’ price. 

There is no article in the line of canned goods more easy to 
process than gallon tomatoes, and the packers, Messrs. Stewart 
& Jarrel, of Hillsboro, Maryland, are experienced packers and 
processors of gallon tomatoes. I must, therefore, conclude that 
the tin plate was bad, too poor in fact to hold the goods longer 
than one year. : 


I heard two or three tin can experts speak at the canned 
goods convention at Louisville, Ky. and they claimed that the 
quality of tinned plate had not been degraded or reduced since 
imported tin plate had ‘been practically excluded from this 
country. 

But, like Richelieu’s diplomat they ‘‘bowed too low’’ and 
they protested too earnestly. In fact they did not deport them- 
selves in my opinion as if they believed their own words and I 
am sure if they had themselves expressed a lack of confidence 
in their own assurances it would have made the sentiment un- 
animous, as no one else seemed to believe them. 

I am reminded of the story about Bob Taylor, governor of 
Tennessee. He had made several unpopular appointments and 
vetoed one or two enactments which the newspapers desired ap- 
proved and was being unmercifully roasted by the press. 

An intimate friend called and Taylor said ‘‘Jim I am being 
criticized so much that I have about concluded that I am not fit 
to be governor of a great state.’’ Jim put out his hand and said 


“‘Shake Bob; that makes it unanimots.’’ 
That would have been the situation if one at least of those 


tin plate experts at the convention had expressed a doubt of his 
own veracity when he stated that the tin plate of today was just 
as good as it ever was and in some respects better. 

In concluding this Jeremiad let mesay that close observation 
for five years past leads me to state that the canned goods in- 
dustry is being ruined by the dishonest and greedy manufac- 
turers of tin plate, and that they have absolutely perverted the 
mission and purpose of hermetically sealing goods in tin cans 
and have so degraded the quality of tin plate that canued goods 
are highly perishable, and until dealers can no longer assume 
the risk of carrying them over from season to season. 

Unless this highly perishable and risky condition can be 
remedied, the sale of future canned goods is going to be entirely 
done away with and the industry greatly injured.

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| California Market.: 


The Situation in the Pacific Coast States, as reviewed by 
our Special Correspondent for the past week. 


SAN Francisco, CAL., May rst, 1909. 

With the packing season now close at hand and some fair 
sized stocks in the local warehouses still unsold canners have 
been cutting the prices of their goods of late in an endeavor to 
get rid of as much stock as possible before the new season com- 
mences. Much of this cutting has been done secretly but on 
the first of the present week the California Fruit Canners’ As- 
sociation issued its revised price list to the trade and some very 
marked cuts are to be noted, not an article in the entire list 
escaping. Apricots were reduced less than any other variety of 
fruit on account of their scarcity and the outlook for a limited 
pack this season, and on some grades the reduction is less than 
five per cent, but on peaches the reduction is as high as twenty- 
five percent. No. 2% standards, Yellow free peaches are quoted 
at $1.15 as against the old price of $1.45; White Heaths, same 
grade are quoted at $1.20 as against $1.50, Bartlett pears $1.25 
a> against $1.45, and so on down the list in proportion. It is 
felt that thése reduced prices will have an immediate effect as it is 
almost certain that the openiug prices will be higher. One 
result will be that the Association will be enabled to get a better 
share of the business than has been the case during the past few 
months. Although its sales have been satisfactory, especially 
for export, it has been known that the cutting of prices by its 
competitors lessened the amount of business it might have done. 
It is scarcely possible, however, that the present rates can be 
cut as the prices named are very close to the cost price of the 
goods. 


Very satisfactory crop reports continue to come in from all 
sections of the State and so far there appears to have been prac- 
tically no damage at all from the frosts. Two weeks more of 
the present fine weather will put the crop out ofdanger. Cher- 
ries are ripening in the Coast counties and shipping has com- 
menced. It is expected that the canneries will put up a larger 
pack than usual and low prices are also anticipated. In former 
years large amounts of cherries have been pickled and sent East 
for use in the liquor trade but very few will be sent out this sea- 
son on account of the high freight rates. It is claimed that the 
Italian article can be landed in Cincinnati much cheaper than 
the California cherry owing to the increase in freight rates that 
has gone into effect from the Coast, Many tons of cherries that 
formerly found a market through this channel will have to be 
taken care of by the canners if they are used. This fruit is 
ripening about two weeks later than usual and it wlll probably 
be the middle of May before there are any canneries operating. 

The extremely low prices that have been named on aspara- 
gus have resulted in heavy orders and both the California Fruit 
Canners’ Association and the Central California Canneries are 
able to report a larger volumn of orders now on hand than has 
been the case in any former season. The export demand is very 
encouraging and it is hoped that a larger proportion of the crop 
than usual will find a market through this channel. It is real- 
ized that something must be done to take care of the large pack 
that will be put up this season for from present indications if the 
crop continues to come on as it has of late the pack will be fully 
forty percent greater than it was last season. Packers are doing 
all they can to encourage the consumption of the article and 
with lower prices than have ever been known before and a 
superior quality of goods believe that they will accomplish their 
end. Several carloads of the canned product have already been 
sent East this week. 

Although canned tomatoes are now going out in heavy

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quantities and have been during the past month on account of 
the demand from Alaska and the mountain districts the price 
remains at the same low level it hasbeen for the past six months. 
Last season’s pack was a very poor one, as far as the California 
product is concerned, and this, together with the fact that over 
1,000,000 cases were put up here, has served to keep prices down. 
If next season’s pack is in proportion to the acreage planted to 
tomatoes it will not be more than fifty percent of what it was 
last season. 

The Hickmott Asparagus Company has named the same 
price on its asparagus as the California Fruit Canners’ Associa- 
tion. This company, however, does not put up all the grades 
.packed by the other concerns, It has one additional line, known 
as ‘‘Snow White’’ which sells at 25 cents advance on the general 


lists. 
The run of salmon on the Sacramento river is very light, as 


yet, and no packing is being done, the entire catch being sold in 


the market or mild cured. An average price of 7 cents is being 


secured for the fish caught. 

From advices that have been received from Alaska by the 
packing companies operating there, the advance guard of the 
canning fleet has arrived and the making of cans has commenced. 
Practically all of the vessels have left San Francisco, the excep- 
tions being tenders which leave late in the season with supplies. 
The tender Lehu, of the Red Salmon Canning Company left 
this week for the Northern station. From the Northwest comes 
the news of the extensive preparations that are being made for 
this season’s pack. The Friday Harbor Packing Company of 
Friday Harbor, Wash. has completely remodeled its plant and 
the Blaine Packing Company, located at Blaine, near by has also 
made extensive improvements. The former plant was leased 
last winter by Schultz, Purcell & Willey with an option to buy. 
These two plants have ordered tin to make 110,000 cases of cans 
to care for the pack they expect to secure. The Frazier river 


canners are of the opinion that the run on that stream will be 
lighter than it was four years ago when 1,167,000 cases were put 
up and are preparing for only about three-quarters ot a million 
cases. 

Manager Hovden of the Booth sardine cannery at Monterey, 
Cal. has sent word to the local office that the indications. are for 
an early run of sardines and preparations are being made to start 
up the plant in about a month. 

A powerful twin-screw launch has just been finished for 
Nelson & Co. to be used in Alaskan waters as a cannery tender. 
The boat will be taken North on the deck of a steamer. 

C. B. Hollywood, sales manager of the California Fruit 
Canners’ Association has just returned from a two months’ East- 
ern trip. 

The salmon cannery of Seufert Bros. at the Dalles, Ore. 
was slightly damaged by fire recently. 

The Emmett Canning Company has been incorporated at 
Emmett, Idaho.

The Sardine Trust Dissolved. 


The Maine Mercantile Company, a corporation organized three years 
ago under the Maine laws for hand ing the output of the sardine canning 
industry in Maine, has been dissolved by mutual consent. Dissatisfaction 
among its membership is given by the officers of the company as the reason 
for endiog the so called “‘trust.’? This is the concern whose officers were 
sunmoaed before the United States District Court at Portland last year, 
and asked to show reason why they were not operating in violation of the 
Sherman anti-trust law, but no bill was reported and we believe no charges 
were preferred. We understand the company had practically no goods on 
hand when dissolved. The concern was capitalized at $250,000. 


A recent reports says that the American Can Company has purchased 
the Norton Manufacturing Company, the largest can making concern in 
Canada, with home offices at Hamilton, Ontario. If this is correct, and we 
have little doubt it is, it gives the American Can Company avery good 
plant in the Dominion.

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WHAT’S IN A NAME ? 


Speech of Rufus M. Gibbs, Baltimore, at dinner of the Baltimore 
Canned Goods Exchange. 


What’s ina name? The question was answered when the 
first Greek sculptor chiseled the cold stone into life and finding 
that it was good marked it as hisown. To it he gave his name; 
with it he linked his reputation and posterity awards him the 
praise. The question has been answered thousands of times 
since, when after years of effort the patient toiler sees his work 
completed and with honest pride somewhere or somehow traces 
upon it the letter or the sign that will signify to the world that 
itis his. ‘‘By your works shall ye be known,’’ and no matter 
whether your work is a masterpiece of art in the halls of the 
mighty or a hermetically sealed package in the kitchens of the 
poor, it is all the same. The work is yours, the product of your 
hands and brain, and should be stamped as such. 

Now do not let anyone think that because I have commenced 
with an allusion to Greek art, and then, almostin the same breath, 
turned to the discussion of the business in which we are engaged, 
that I have fallen from the sublime to the ridiculous. There is 
nothing ridiculous in trade. It is the great civilizing factor of 
the twentieth century, and that particular branch of it which we 
pursue takes a rank that is second to none. The proper preser- 
vation of food is the preservation of life. In her inscrutible way 
Nature gave us bounty in the summer and want in winter; she 
over-fed us one day and starved us the next. Now, the one 
great paramount agent that has dene more than all others to cor- 
rect this fault in Nature, that has banished famine between har- 
vest time and harvest time, and that has provided a healthful 
food supply, constant in quantity and price, without provoking 
the palate to rebellion or the body toscurvy; the one great agent, 
mark you, that has done these things is the combination of tin 


plate and solder with its accompanying contents that I hold in 
my hand (holds up an unlabelled can). This is the food that 
defies alike the germinating moistures of the tropics and the sub- 
zero temperatures ofthe poles. This is the food that can nourish 
the body a year hence as well as the day it was taken from the 
soil. With this the explorer, the pioneer, can pass over distant 
seas into barren landswhere food was never grown, always safe 
by reason of his rations. 

To the early voyagers of pre-Columbian days what was the 
fear of the tempest compared with the fear of starvation ? Is it 
any wonder that they clung to their own coasts when they knew 
full well that almost on the second day out their provisions 
would begin to rot. History will tell you that the more venture- 
some were generally spared by wind and wave to starve to death 
on a diet of shoe leather and tarred rope. Why, gentlemen, if 
the idea of which this tin package is the material result had be- 
longed to the ancients, Rome and Carthage, Tyre and Sidon, 
would have known the western world and Columbus would have 
been a late arrival on these shores. 

There is just one trouble with this package, in my opinion, 
and this is where I come to the pith of what I have tosay. This 
package is not named. It is unlabeled, unbranded, what you 
might call a commercial waif. Too many such unbranded 
parcels are being shipped out of our warehouses to-day; too many 
such products of our factories are reaching the hands of the ulti- 
mate consumer under some other name than that of the man 
who produced them. It is a true omen of weakness, a sign of 
retrogression on our part, when it has to be admitted thata very 
large proportion of the wares which we manufacture cannot be 
marketed under our own names. Now, someone will perhaps 
say: ‘‘But this is the way the jobber wants it. It is more profit- 
able for him to buy goods for his own brand. He wants to build 
up a reputation on them and get away from the fierce competi- 
tion that he would otherwise be obliged to meet.’’ True enough. 
That is the reason for it, no doubt, and the jobber is a wise man

in his day and geueration. But, should we be satisfied with 
this? Should we rest content to go on selling our goods under 
buyers’ labels merely for the sake of helping the jobber make 
his profit? Let me impress it upon you that there is no need 
for you to worry about the jobber. He has thoroughly demon- 
strated his ability to take care of himself. His brains and his 
opportunities have made him the great power that he is in the 
commercial world to-day. Further than this, he wi!l doubtless 
always be able to produce such goods as he needs for his own 
brand. 

Now, if anyone can successfully contend that he is in a 
position to produce an equal quality of goods at lower prices 
than any of his competitors, I am free to admit that this man 
has no need to bother about a brand. Trade will gravitate 
towards him as the rain towards the earth. He will simply be 
buried in orders all the time. But honestly, gentlemen, I do 
not think that such a man in our business at least, is anything 
more thana myth. ‘To the rest of usit ought to be perfectly 
obvious that if we are to achieve any marked success, if we are 
to build up our business on a strong foundation and along broad 
lines, it will be necessary for us to make something better or 
different, make it and market it under a brand that is our own 
and that will bring us the reward. 

You may assume that your reputation with the jobber for 
packing a fine quality of goods will always bring him to you 
regularly to purchase for his own brands, but this argument 
does not hold water. There are many objections to it which 
will readily occur to you. With all due respect to the jobber, 
and every word I speak is a strong witness of the high estimate 
that I put upon his brains and ability, for I am only asking you 
to do what he is doing, with all due respect to him; therefore, I 
ask you, would you rather that your reputation for packing high 
quality goods lay with a hundred jobbers or with a million con- 
sumers? In whose keeping would it last the longest and with 


the greatest profit to you? Point me to a single instance if you 
cau of any manufacturing establishment that has achieved a 
great success, whose reputation and brands are known to the 
jobbers and not to the consumers. Let us, therefore, press our 
own brands; make them good, make them known and make them 
a foundation on which to build.

Japan, Canada, Philippine Islands, 
China, Mexico, British South Africa, Asiatic Russia and Portuguese Africa 
are among the larger buyers ot this article. This is from the Burean of 
Statistics made up from reports of the customs officers.

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


The latest addition to the Publicity Campaign is Dr. Wiley ; 
not that he has not always been in favor of ‘canned food pro- 
ducts, as all competent judges of food are, but he has come for- 
‘ward now to lend his official endorsement to them, to be use 
in the Publicity Campaign. And its a dandy. 


Here is what, he says, in writing to Mr. W. A. Frost, 
Ex-President of the Brokers’ Association : 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 1, 1909. 
MR. WALTER A. FROST, 
5 Wabash Ave., Chicago, Ills. 
Dear Mr. Frost:— 

I have often regretted the inadvertent injury which is done to the can- 
ned goods trade by enthusiastic, well-intentioned, and yet not fully in- 
formed writers, impiying that canned goods,as such, are adulterated. I 
think I can safely say that, taking the whole matter of canned goods to- 
gether, including fish, canned meats, canned vegetables, and canned fruits, 
only an extremely small percentage of them ever contain any added sub- 
stances whatever, except food and perhaps a little salt or sugar. I think 
this fact ought to be well advertised and published. 


Of course I do not include in canned goods, articles which have not ° 


been sterilized, for in such articles preservatives are often employed. I do 
not think the great canning trade should suffer because such an insignificant 
few persist in either using artifical color, artificial sweetener, or a chemical 
preservative. 

Under the rules of the Department of Agriculture certain substances 
may be used in foods legally, provided their presence is plainiy stated upon 
the label. Buyers of canned goods therefore have a certain method of pro- 
tecting themselves in this matter, and that is to look at the label. When 
we consider the immense benefit of the canning industry to the consuming 
public, it appears to me that we ought to use every honorable endeavor to 
set the minds of the community right in regard to the composition of such 
articles. Of course some canned goods are of better quality than others, 
that-is a natural and necessary consequence; but the impression that some 
people obtain that all canned goods contain artificial colors, artificial 
sweeteners, and preservatives, is a most erroneous one ano is harmful to 
the trade. I am, as you know, a believer in canned goods and in the can- 
ning process. I think it is a blessing, and a blessing which is not in dis- 


guise. I realize as well as anyone that public prejudice is difficult to con- 
trol and to rectify, but I should like to do as much as I can to help this 
good trade along by appealing to the public not to condemn the whole 
trade because occasionally a sample may be found which is not in that state 
of purity which the public demands Let the people give their confidence 
to the trade and let them eliminate those goods which they do not want to 
purchase, by inspection of the label. 

If you think this letter will be of benefit to the’trade, I shall be very 
glad to have you publish it.

That is the story that the Board of Publicity desires to take 
into every home. Think what it would mean if every man, 
woman and child could be made to understand canned goods as 
that letter sets them forth! Do you think the consumption of 
tomatoes would remain at 1% cans a month per family? Of 
corn less than one can a month, and of peas but one can each 
month to every family in this country ? 


Speaking with Mr. Mason Morfit, one of the oldest and best 
known brokers in the business, recently, retired a man who 
rocked the cradle of the canned goods business in its infancy 
and helped shape its course to its present sturdy growth, he 
said he believed 95% of the consuming public was yet prejudiced 
to, or at least unfamiliar with canned goods and their true 
worth. He was enthusiastic over the immense possibilities for 
good in such a field through just such action as the Board of 
Publicity aims to accomplish. 


He noted with pleasure the awakening of the industry to 
its own defense, and said he did not think the canners ever 
properly supported the papers which had devoted their lives 
and energies towards the upbuilding of the canning industry. 

With the columns of THE TRADE always open to all can- 
ners and others interested in the business for the discussion of 
pertinent matters, rarely is the canuer ever heard from. Here 
is offered all an opportunity for the exchange of ideas and infor- 
mation, and those directly benefited remain silent and make no 
use of it. 


We notice the Michigan Canners’ Association is by no 
means a dead one. In fact they are blazing the way that others 
must follow. They long ago asked their State Legislature to 
pass a law requiring a strict sanitary inspection of all canning 
factories and a supervising of the work during season. That 
cannot but cause public confidence in their goods, and they have 
the credit of seeking it, and not merely complying by compulsion. 

We would like to see that done in every State, and the 
requirements they specify as to factory arrangements are con- 
veniences put in force everywhere. Want of room prevents our 
publishing the full report of their meeting last week, but we 
will give it to you next week. 

We have pointed out in definite style how your factory 
should be equipped, and now that the season for overhauling 
the plants and getting them ready for the year’s work is at 
hand, we will shortly go over this matter in these columns. 


But this much we will say now; the canners might as well 
realize that their factories must comply with the demands of the 
public as to sanitary arrangements and comfort of their workers, 
just as all other food producing plants are compelled to. The 
excuses of a short season, insufficient profits in the goods, grade 
of help used and all others will have to go by the board, for no 
excuse will be tolerated. The public is turning the white light 
of investigation on you, and if you have defects, remedy them 
now before it is too late. 


We told you that State and Government inspectors would 
swoop down on you and report you asfound. They have done 
it, but they will do more of it, and in a more drastic manner 
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this coming season, for you have been warned and given an 
opportunity. If you have paid no heed to the warning and your 
factory and methods are not up to requirements you may look 
for trouble. The day of leniency has passed, and if blocks of 
goods are seized and destroyed because produced under filthy 
conditions, you need not be surprised. 

There is evidence of an awakening along this line that it is 
hoped will go on and on, until the production of the goods is 
upon as high a plain as are the goods themselves. It must be 
so. It is happening in other food lines that the careless, dirty 
producer is being driven out of busiuess—left to consume his 
own production, and it will happen in the canned goods business. 
Until this réck bottom foundation is secured we cannot rear a 
substantial structure, not if the Board of Publicity had a million 
dollars to work with. Every man in the business must realize 


that his factory is one of the links in the chain and see that there ; 


is no flaw in it. 


The Welsh Tin Plate Trade. 


The rapid growth of the American tin plate trade is well known to those 
connected with this trade, and in an article printed in Zhe Metal Worker 
March 27 the increase in production was shown in tabular form. Many 
believe that the American industry gained its importance at the expense of 
the Welsh trade. This is only partially true as demonstrated by the accom- 
panying figures giving the production of Welsh plates in boxes of 100 lb. 
In 1890 there was practically no tin plate made in this tountry and the 


- Welsh production was nearlyg,500,000 boxes. In 1901, when the American 


industry was firmly established, there were producing in Wales only about 
7,000,000 boxes, but this falling off can in a measure be accounted for by 
the lessened industrial activity at that time. Since‘then the production of 
tin plates in Wales has steadily increased, and in 1905 broke all previous 
records. In 1906, the production of tin plates there was about 10 6co,0oco 
boxes. In the same year nearly 13,000,000 boxes were produced in the 
United States. In other words, the tin plate trade in Wales in the last 18 


years has gained about ro per cent., while in the United States it has in- 
creased from zero to around 13,000,000 boxes annually. 

It is estimated that of the Welsh production of tin plates about half of 
it is used in home industries. One reason given for the increase in Welsh 
tin plate manufacture in recent years has been closer relationship establ- 
ished between steel works have acquired tin plate mills and vice versa. 
The small tin plate works now cannot afford to make their own steel and 
have been compelled to amalgamate with the steel makers.

A New Wrapping Machine. 


All canners and packers, in all lines of canned goods, are interested in - 
the development of new machinery that will lessen the expense of produc- 
tion and increase their capacity, and the labeling and wrapping of the 
cans (the last but not the least important operation) does not escape this 
interest. Covering the cans entirely with a wrapper, instead of only 
the sides with an ordinary label, is apparently gaining in favor rapidly, 
especially for high class goods. 

We were favored with a visit by Mr. Fred. H. Knapp of the Fred. H. 
Knapp Company of Westminster, Maryland, last week, and he exhibited 
a number 2 can very nicely wrapped. Mr. Knapp was very well pleased 
with the wrapping of the can, and we must say he had a right to be 
pleased with the work for it was well done, and he stated that the wrapper 
had been put on by a new machine just completed and patented by his 
company. The can was very neatly wrapped, looked well, and the folds 
at either end interlocked in such a manner that they held tightly together 
without the use of any paste. The folds are made in such a manner that 
if you pull the ends out they spring back into place again; this does away 
with the possibility of the wrapper being torn off in rough handling and is 
an advantage. The Fred. H. Knapp Company expect to put the machine 
on the market in time for this season’s pack, and any information will be 
cheerfully furnished by the Company.

BALTIMORE, MARYLAND. 
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PRUNING MATURE TREES. 
By 0. B. Whipple, of the Colorado Agricultural College. 


CONTINUED FROM ISSUE OF APRIL, 30. 


It is seldom that we read a paper uponthe subject of prun- 
ing the peach orchard without we seesome reference to the treat- 
ment of winter-injured trees. With the exception of young trees 
grown too late, or orchards in higher altitudes or northern lati- 
tudes, such injury is not often experienced in Celorado. It is 
well for the grower to remember, however, that the winter-in- 
jured peach tree makes the best recovery when it has received a 
moderately severe pruning. Another subject more worthy of 
mention is that of the rejuvenation of the old peach orchard. 
The occasional loss of a peach crop by late frosts offers an excel- 
lent opportunity to grow a new top on the old peach tree. The 
cutting back should be done as soon as possible after the loss of 
the crop can be ascertained; severe pruning as late as the first of 
June forces rank new growth that develops very few fruit buds. 
Rather large limbs may be cut if the bottom of the tree has some 
smaller growth, but cutting to bare stubs over two or three 
inches in diameter is hardly advisable. 


THE PEAR. 


The mature pear tree is not one that requires a great deal 
of pruning, nor does it allow lack of pruning to interfere seri- 
ously with its proper behavior, so far as fruit bearing is con- 
cerned. However, when the market demands that the fancy 
pear be from 214 to 34 inches in diameter, the owner of the old 
pear orchard is often remiuded that the trees need pruning In 
general, the manner of fruit bearing of the pear is practically 
identical with that of the apple. The spurs are a little shorter 


and give the tree rather a more barren appearance ; and, although 
some varieties develop axillary fruit buds quite freely, the 
majority of the fruit buds are terminal on these short spurs. 
The different varieties vary somewhat in their fruiting habits, 
and a study of this character will, to a certain extent, indicate 
how much pruning each will require. 

Apparently the grower accepts the upright-growing habit 
of the pear as the inevitable, with hardly so much as an effort 
to train it otherwise. With proper training there is no reason 
why the pear tree may not be grown with a moderately broad 
and low head. Pears that grow in the tops of high trees are too 
often scarred, if not whipped off by wind, before they are mature 
and, besides, it is too expensive to pick them. The forming of 
the tree belongs more to the province of pruning the young tree; 
but a little judicious heading-in practiced on the old tree, tak- 
ing care to cut to outside buds or branches, will improve on an 
undesirable form. ‘Too often the tree is allowed to grow at will 
until it is out of reach, and then, in a fit of desperation, the 
grower resorts to a system of heading-in. ‘This system may be 
all right for the lawn hedge, but it is not well adapted to the 
pear. The pruner will find that it is poor policy to head-in pear 
trees. It is only reasonable to suppose that leaving stubs of 
large limbs which bear numerous fruit spurs will result in rank 
growth from these spurs, especially during an ‘‘off-year’’ when 
the spurs carry a large proportion of branch buds. When it 
becomes necessary to head-in the large pear trees, always cut to 
side limbs and do not make the mistake of choosing an ‘‘off- 
year’ to do this severe pruning ; a heavy crop tends to check 
rampant growth encouraged by rigorous pruning. 

While some growers really believe that the pear tree will 
not stand pruning, we know of no variety to which moderate 
pruning is detrimental. On the other hand, there are varieties 
which require severe pruning. In spite of the fact that the 


Anjou pear is a favorite on the market, many growers will not

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consider the planting of this variety. Yet a few of its more 
forbearing admirers have demonstrated that its one bad fault 
(tardy bearing) may be overcome by proper pruning. The 
young tree blooms freely and apparently sets very well, but 
befvure the fruits reach any‘size the crop thins itself to almost 
nothing ; even the old tree carries a very small proportion of its 
bloom to maturity. Heavy pruning during the dormant season 
will stop this shedding and insure a good crop of fruit. The 
practice of the most successful growers is to cut the tree back 
each year and remove some of the new wood that may have been 
forced by the last pruning. When once the tree begins to bear 
good crops, there is less trouble about its shedding. Some other 
varieties are more tardy about blooming, and heavy pruning 
during the dormant season would only augment this objectiona- 
ble character. Such varieties often respond to June pruning ; 
and, if they do not, girdling in June will often prove beneficial. 
In girdling, a strip of bark one-quarter of an inch in width and 
extending entirely around the trunk may be removed ; but per- 
haps a safer plan is to remove vertical strips of bark one and 
one-half inches in width, leaving other strips of about the same 
width intact. If the wood is uninjured these wounds soon heal 
and do not permanently injure the tree. 

It is difficult to say just how much the pear should be pruned; 
the grower will have todecide thatforhimself. The main object 


of pruning the mature tree should be to thin the fruit and thus | 


improve the quality, as well as to encourage more regular bear- 
ing. However, the grower must not feel that pruning will take 
the place of thinning entirely; to get the best results the two 
must go together. 

The subject of pruning the pearcould hardly be considered 
complete without some reference to the control of bear blight. 
While it is true that when once the pear tree is inoculated with 
blight, we must lay aside many of our ideas about pruning and 
cut to remove the affected parts, it is also true that, in a way, 


the tree may be trained to reduce to a minimum the loss from 
attacks of this disease. After the tree begins to bear, heavy 
pruning which may induce rampant growth should be avoided, 
if possible, as it is generally conceded that blight is more destruc- 
tive to trees making rank growth. The majority of inoculations 
take place through the blossoms, and one of the most serious 
types of injury is that occasioned by the entrance of blight into 
larger limbs through short spurs. Through these short spurs 
the germs gain entrance to the larger limbs and often girdle 
them before discoloration indicates their presence. It is the 
nature of the pear tree to develop these short spurs in abundance, 
and it will be necessary to remove them from the base of the 
larger limbs. Strong new wood may, be allowed to take their 
places, which may later be developed into fruitlng branches. 
Then should blight enter these blossoms, they are far enough 
removed from the main limbs that the disease may be detected 
and intercepted before it reaches them.
